and Ohio Railroad has been running 
train excursions from Baltimore and 
Silver Spring, Maryland, to Oakland.

County is associated with trout fish- 
ing. From the early 19th century on, 
sportsmen have come to the area— 
after trout. Many records of phenom- 
enal catches still exist.

2. No vessel, exceeding thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be operated on 
said lake. Length shall be determined 
by measuring the greatest overall 
length stem to stern. 

3. No vessel, other than an au- 
thorized patrol vessel, shall use a siren 
on said lake. 

4. No houseboat of any description 
shall be permitted on the waters of

5. No garbage, sewage, or other 
like waste material may be dumped, 
discharged or otherwise placed in the 
waters of said lake from any vessel. 

6. No vessel, except those manu- 
ally propelled, shall be operated from 
yellow buoys which designate 
wharves, piers, docks and bathing 
beaches on said lake, except for de- 
parture and landing. The positioning 
of said buoys on the waters of the 
lake shall be determined by the Game 
and Inland Fish Commission. 

7. No aircraft of any description 
shall be permitted to land, remain, or 
take off from the waters of said lake 
without written permission first hav- 
ing been secured from the Game and 
Inland Fish Commission and the Penn- 
sylvania Electric Company. 

8. Running lights must be carried 
after dark. 

9. Water Skiing: No person shall 
operate any machinery-propelled ves-

CASSELMAN BRIDGE. The Cassel- 
man Bridge is located just east of 
Grantsville along Route 40. The stone 
structure was once part of the Na- 
tional Pike running between Cumber- 
land and Wheeling, West Virginia. It 
provided an improved method of trans- 
portation for both passengers and 
freight. 

The bridge was built in 1813 and at 
that time it was the longest single 
span bridge in the country. 

In 1964 the Department of the In- 
terior designated the bridge a Regis- 
tered National Historic Landmark. 
Since that time, a picnic area has 
been developed alongside the bridge.

used, but it is now occupied by St. 
Matthews Protestant Episcopal Con- 
gregation and is open to the public. 
Its distinction is unique. 

THE COVE. Traveling south on 
Route 219, you can see a panoramic 
view of one of the finest farming dis- 
tricts in the area.

terior to name it a Natural History 
Landmark. 

DEEP CREEK LAKE. Center of 
Garrett County’s attractions is Deep 
Creek Lake. Owned by the Pennsyl- 
vania Electric Company and construct- 
ed by that company in 1925 as a 
source of water power, Deep Creek 
Lake is the largest fresh water lake 
in the state of Maryland. Its more 
than 65 miles of shoreline offers 
fishing, water skiing, boating, swim- 
ming, picnicing, ice skating, sailing 
and scuba diving.

DEER PARK. Deer Park is located 
just a few miles east of Oakland off 
Route 135.

As the oldest and most historic sec- 
tion of Garrett County, Grantsville is 
the site of many historic landmarks. 
For example, the visitor will find the 
Casselman Hotel, built in 1824. It was 
first used by drovers and farmers 
traveling westward over the National 
Pike. Still in operation, the Casselman 
Hotel offers complete modern services 
to today’s traveler. 


The oldest grist mill in Garrett 
County, Stanton’s Mill, is located at 
Grantsville. The mill dates back to 
1797. Situated right along Route 40, 
Stanton’s Mill would be an interesting 
stop for any visitor. The mill is still 
in operation. 


George Washington was in Grants- 
ville, too! In 1755 with General Brad- 
dock enroute to Fort Duquesne, Wash- 
ington named the area near the Cas- 
selman Bridge, “Little Crossings.”

fathers and through Penn Alps, these 
people are able to sell their products. 
Over 500 people are making crafts 
for Penn Alps. 

A restored log cabin built in 1820 
has been added to the grounds. The 
largest pottery kiln in Maryland has 
also been added at Penn Alps. 

The building is located east of 
Grantsville along Route 40 next door 
to the historic Casselman Bridge and 
Casselman River. It was built in 1818. 
In addition to selling crafts in the 
souvenir shop, Penn Alps also operates 
a very fine restaurant featuring Dutch 
(Amish) foods, and a kindergarten for 
the children of the area. Guest rooms 
are also provided for the traveler. 

The originator of this project is Dr. 
Alta Schrock, college professor and 
author. She serves as the executive 
in charge of the operation, but a board 
of directors composed of Mennonite 
and Amish citizens govern Penn Alps. 

Penn Alps was first constructed as 
a stage coach stop in 1818.
